Che Lost Continent. 


There has always been a great fascina- 
tion for human mind in imagining 
vanished continents. When Plato made 
the Egyptian priests say that once upon 


a time there was beyond Gibraltar an. 
frica 


island bigger than Asia and A 
together, he was using a popular 
for philosophic reasons. 
the lost land of Atlantis has made folk- 
lore for several nations, and there are 
many people now who take it seriously. 
I notice that a great alliance of men of 
science is going to Madagascar soon to 
look for evidence of the supposed vanished 
land of Lemuria, and to further, if 
possible, the modern Ko theory that 
continents move. his modern theory 
grants to tradition a kind of Atlantis 
which did not sink, but was a mass of 
land once occupying much space in the 
Atlantic, now split up and drifted apart. 
It is supported strongly, because it offers 
the only reasonable explanation for the 
existence of coal in the Antarctic Con- 
tinent. No conceivable change of climate 
could produce coal so near the South 
Pole, but, if ‘the continent was once in a 
warmer climate and drifted to its present 
glacial region, the presence of coal is 
quite natural and reasonable. 


Lemuria. 


Recently a friend who is on holiday 
from Africa explained to me the theory 
of the vanished land of Lemuria, It is 
supported by the existence of peculiar 
animals called lemurs, fromm which the 
supposed land takes its name, and other 
creatures on the island of Madagascar. 
The lemurs—the name means a ac 
are queer little creatures like monkeys}; 
with nocturnal habits, and a weird hob- 
goblin appearance. Their closest relations 
are to be found in the Malay peninsula 
and the adjoining islands. Madagascar 
was also once the home of huge lizards, 
sixty or seventy feet long, which suggest 
survival from the remote age when reptiles 
ruled the earth. It is in the Asiatic 
islands that the largest. reptiles, which 
most closely resemble the early dragons, 
are found. The problem with which 
fcience is concerned is to explain 
the isolation of these creatures from 
the adjoining Africa and their strange 
relationship with the fauna of: distant 
Asia. Long ago it was suggested 
that there was a continent somewhere in 
the southern ocean connecting Africa and 
Asia, and, as this was conjured up “to 
account for thé distribution of the lemurs, 
it was called Lemuria. 


‘Ghe Drought on Inismean. 


People who do not know the place will 
have read, without true realisation of the 
facts, that, owing to the drought on 
Inismean, off North-West Donegal, the 
islaniers are forced to fetch all their 
spring water from the mainland at 
Magheragallon. Only those who have been 
Jucky enough to visit that little proud 
island will know what hardship.lies behind 
the statement. 

Just four years ago a Dublin visitor to 
Bunbeg expressed a wish to go out to 
Gola and, if possible, to Inismean, which 
is still further away, and is a good deal 
smailer than the other island. There she 
was treated with courtesy and kindness by 
an old woman who had not one word of 
English, but had the best griddle bread 
that the stranger ever tasted.” Her 
daughter acted as interpreter, and she 
explained that two of the large photo- 
graphs on the kitchen wall were pictures 
of the old woman’s two sons, who occu- 
sat very responsible positions in Cali- 
ornia. 

The Inismean people are very proud of 
their island; the only complaint that the 
younger woman made was about the 
absence of turf, which must be fetched 
from the mainland in boats. To the 
stranger it seemed a long way from the 
rocks of the island to the little pier at 
Magheragallon, and she says that the very 
thought of having to travel that distance 


for drinking water makes her more care- 
fal of her own excellent supply in this 
time of drought. 


Goll of the Road. 


From a parliamentary issued by 
the British, Home Ga (gabhar that 
here has been a slight reduction in the 
umber of people killed in street accidenta 
in Great Britain during 1951. The figures 
for that year work out at an average of 
18 a day as compared with 20 a day 
for 1930. The num 
has increascd to 554 per diem as against 
487 in 1930. It is no°-wonder that, in view 
of these apnalling fi , there are some 
who doubt whether speed limit ought 
to have been abolished. Of the vehicles 
responsible, the private motor car heads 
the list. with the motor lorry second, the 
motor cycle third, the ‘motor "bus fourth, 
and the horse-drawn vehicle last. It has 
been pointed out that, if 20 people 
were killed and 500’ injured on any one 
day in a railway or shipping accident, the 
news would create a considerable sensa- 
tion; yet this happens every day on the 
roads. Another criticism draws attention 
to the fact that the countries which have 
adopted braking regulations have much 
lower accident figures in proportion than 
Great Britain. Motor ’bus owners, for 
instance, have their own vehicles tested 
regularly every day to ensure that the 
brakes are in order, and consequently they 
are low down in the list of offenders. This 
circumstance, it is thought, will eventually 
lead to compulsory inspection of the brak- 
ing mechanism on private cars. 


“Royal Gradesmen.” 


Up to a decade. ago the sign, “ By 
ge gel often surmounted by the 

yal Arms, could be seen over a number 
of. Dublin establishments. To-day it is 
seldom met, and. those tradesmen who 
were “ By Appointmént”’ to the Lord 
Lieutenant have been replaced by any 
appointed purveyors to the Governor- 
General. Tradesmen value highly both 
the honour and the status which the 
honour bestows, and ‘guard their rights 
jealously. The little coterie, known as 
the “ Royal tradesmen,’’ meet in London 
to look after their interests and to see that 
the Royal’ Arms are not abused ; for not 
infrequently gmall tradesmen, who have 
not, received an official appointment, make 
use of the arms quite innocently. There 
was a roast chestnut merchant who. ap- 
peared Some years ago outside a ‘London 
theatre with his hand-cart decorated with 
the Prince of Wales’s feather and motto— 
because on the previous night the Prince 
had partaken of his wares. 
An interesting point about the appoint- 
ment of “ Royal tradesmen ” is that the 
appointment is not made to a firm, but 
only to the head of a firm and ceases on 
the death or departure of the holder 
unless, as usually happens, his successor 
is appointed, 


A Canine Connoisseur. 


While waiting for a "bus near Trafalgar 
square in London recently (writes a corre- 
spondent), I chanced on one of the neatest 
publicity ‘‘ stunts ” that I have ever seen. 
A pavement artist, who appeared to 
specialise in paintings of Sealyham and 
Cairn terriers, had about a dozen life- 
size pictures of these attractive little 
animals ranged again a wall, I had just 
paused to examine the. pictures. when a 
Scotch terrier came up and barked sevefal 
times at the first of them. He then pfo- 
ceeded to the second, paused a moment, 
and. barked again. After repeating the 
performance for all the paintings he dis- 
appeared around a corner. Meanwhile a 
considerable number of people had 
gathered to watch the incident, and the 
painter was rewarded by a shower of 
coppers, since everyone was delighted with 
this apparently spontaneous tribute to the 
realism of the pictures.

A BRONZE AGE BURIAL. 


RELICS FOR ROYAL IRISH 
ACADEMY. 


At a meeting of the Royal Irish Academy 
yesterday, Dr. A. Mahr, Keeper of Irish Anu- 
quities, National Museum, Dublin, reported in 
reference to a late Middle Bronze Age buria! 
ground at Blackhill, which was excavated for 
the Roya! Irish Academy’s Museum, with the 

rmission of the owner of the estate on which 
it was found, Mrs. Doris Kennedy, of Bishops- 
court House, Straffan, Co. Kildare. The 
eave was a carefully built cist, composed of 

rge slabs, and was covered with a very 
heavy capstone, which closed the box-like 
structure so efficiently that no earth could 
crumble in. The skeleton—of a child of about 
three years of age—was accordingly very well 
preserved. Together with the skeleton there 
was a beautiful sepulchral vessel of the class 
styled “' food-vessel,’’ with elaborate orna- 
This vessel dated the find, which 
must belong to the closing centuries of the 
second millennium B.C. 

Contrary to the ritual observed in most 
cases, the body was not interred in the 
** crouched ”’ position, lying on the side; the 
interment had taken place with the body ex- 
tended, the legs being somewhat bent up. 
The cephalic index was 83, according to a 
careful examination carried out by Dr. 
Stephen Shea, Professor of Anatomy, Univer- 
me College, Galway.

Str,—As an Ulsterman, proud of the high 
qualities of the people of my province, it may 
be permitted to me to express the deep sense 
of shame with which I read the account in 
to-day’s issue of the shocking attacks by 
mobs in parts of the North on groups of 
pigrims assembling for their journey to the 
ate mt AE, Service of the Eucharistic Con- 
gress. Istermen know how quickly party 
rioting in some districts can arise from pro- 
vocative acts on one side or the other, but 
nothing whatever of that character is men- 
tioned in any of the reports of the disgrace- 
ful outrages of Sunday morning. 
May I say that my indignation at these 
revolting attacks on defenceless people coming 
to the most solemn Service of their Faith is 
deepened when I compare them with the 
marked courtesy given a few years ago by 
this Roman Catholic city to the ministers and 
elders of the General Assembly of my 
Church’? The feelings of distress that I have 
been expressing are, I am certain, shared by 
all members of our Protestant communions 
who in due humility and sincerity ‘‘ profess 
and call themselves Christians.”’ I put for- 
ward no reflection on the authorities. No 
one will doubt that both they and the re- 
spective heads of the Protestant societies 
regret and condemn as strongly as anyone 
these outbursts of intolerance. 

May I congratulate you, sir, on the tribute 
paid to you by “ Northman”’ in his letter 
in to-day’s issue of the Jrish Times for 
the generous spirit you have shown in your 
reports and comments on the Congress?

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PHCENIX PARK 
(THE “ FEENISK ” PARK). 
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RIGINALLY part of the lands of Kil- 

mainham which were surrendered to 

the Crown, this area lay derelict until 
it was made a deer park in 1662, It is now 
the largest public enclosed gr in the 
British Isles, and, probably, the largest in 
the world. More extensive than all the 
parks in London, it covers more than 1,750 
acres. The main road, running straight from 
Parkgate street to Castleknock Gate is more 
than two miles and a quarter long. 

The Park now contains the official resi- 
dences of the Governor-General, the Papal 
Nuncio, and the Ambassador for the United 
States of America. The Governor-General’s 
residence, known for generations as the Vice- 
regal Lodge, was built in 1751 by the Ranger 
of the Park, and purchased from him as the 
seat of the Lords Lieutenant. It was 
originally a very plain brick building; the 
wings were added in 1802, and the north 
front erected at a later date. Its chief archi- 
tectural feature—the Ionic portico of four 
columns with a pediment—-were added by 
Lord Whitworth. 

The name “ Phenix ” was derived from 
Feenisk (Irish, “ fionn-uisg’’), ‘‘clear, or 
limpid, water,” after a well which springs 
close by the boundary of the Governor- 
General’s residence. 

Feenisk, like many other original place- 
names, became corrupted to a more common 
sound-name, and “ Phoenix ” was perpetuated 
when Lord Chesterfield, in 1745, erected the 
column which stands as a lasting memorial 


to ignorance of nomenclature. 


THE ROYAL HOSPITAL, KIL- 
MAINHAM, 


The historical associations of Kilmainham 
—the “ Kil ” (Church). of Saint Maignend— 
can be traced back to the beginning of the 
seventh century. A. monastery flourished 
there for more than two hundred years, until 
the religious Order was dispersed during the 
Danish invasions. It then became the head- 
quarters of the native Irish for their forays 
against Dubésin. Here, in 1174, Richard 
Strongbow, list Earl of Pembroke, erected i 
a priory for the Knights Templars, Anglo- 
Norman ecclesiastical warriors of great 
power, who aided the defenders of Dublin 
hostile septs who possessed it until the reign 
of Edward 11. (1310). ° ; 
The “ Templars,” having at that time 
fallen into disrepute, were dispossessed of 
their properties, which were granted to 
the nights Hospitallers (Knights of 
Jerusalem), who rose to eminence and vast 
influence; one Prior sat as Baron in Parlia- 
ment, and another—'I'‘homas le Baittler—led 
the Irish force, 1,600 strong, which assisted 
King Henry V. at the siege of Rouen. 

Later the ‘“‘Hospitallers ’’ declined in power, 
and in 1535 their possessions were sequestered 
for the Crown. ring Mary $ reign, how- 
ever, the establishment was restored, but 
was again suppressed on the accession of 
Elizabeth. 
Nothing remains of the old priory as 
vacated by the Knights Hospitallers. 

Charles I1., inspired by the institution of 
the Invalides by the King of France, omm 
a Charter for “ an hospital near the City ol 
Dublin for the reception and entertainment of 
ancient, maimed and infirm officers and 
soldiers.” The old priory lands and Castle of 
Kilmainham were selected as the site of the 
present building, which was completed in 
‘1684, to the design of Sir Christopher Wren. 


GLASNEVIN: ITS ASSOCIATIONS. 


The village of Glasnevin figures in ts 
ancient ecclesiastical history. The old churc 
stands on the spot where stood the primitive 
Vill Teampull. (cell of St. Mobhi). Joyce (in 
“Trish Names of Places’’) claims that some 
old pagan chieftain named Naeidhe (Nee) 
lived ere, and from him it wag called 
Glas-Naeidhen (Naeidhe’s Stream). 

This district, which was added to the city 
in 1900, is now better known for Prospect— 
the cemetery in which many memorials mark 
the last resting places of eminent men buried 
there since 1832—and the Botanic Gardens, 
established on a petition drawn up by Dr. 
Walter Wade, the eminent botanist, and 
presented, on behalf of the Royal Dublin 
Society, to the Irish Parliament in 1793. 

Glasnevin was, however, hallowed, classic 
ground long ere either of these institutions 
existed; for, on the site of the Gardens, at 
the spot now marked by the superintendent’s 
lodge, was the home of the poet Ticke!, who 
came to Ireland with Joseph Addison in 1714; 
and what has been named the Yew Walk, 
where the two friends were wont to 

Fast, is still known as “' Addison’s 

alk.” 

According to Wakeman, Robert Emmet 
was buried in the old parish church of Glas- 
nevin. 

Just across the Tolka Bridge, on the main 
road, is Delville, an old-world house which 
retains great traditions in literature;, This 
was the residence of Dr. Delany a Fellow 
of Trinity College, and his wife; to them 
Jonathan Swift and “‘ Stella ” were constant 
visitors. Here “the Dean’’ composed and 
rinted his satire, ' The Legion Club.” A 
ittle further along the village is ‘“ Hamp- 
stead,’’ notable as the house of Sir Richard 
Steele; and in the adjoining parish of Finglas 
lived the poet, Thomas Parnell. Also asso- 
ciated with this district was Dr. Thomas 
Sheridan (grandfather of the immortal 
Richard Brinsley Sheridan), Swift's familiar 
friend, who sat by the deathbed of ‘‘ Stella.’’ 


OLD DRUMCONDRA, 


Not far from Glasnevin is the old Drun- 
condra Cemetery. There, in the same grave 
as Francis Grose, the antiquary, James 
Gandon, the architect, was buried. Gandon’s 
work remains in the Custom House, part. of 
the Bank of Ireland, the Four Courts, and 
the King’s Inns. Drameondra: is also the 
last testing plácé of the poet, Thomas 
Furlong.

No. 7 (Lower), where the poet Shelley lodged 
with his young wife, Harriet, has been merged 
into the Grand Cinema Theatre; the mansion 
of the Drogheda family stood at Nos. 9 and 
10 ( hig tf at the corner of Cathedral street. 
Nearby (No. 15) was the residence of Baron 
Sunderlin (family of Malone), descendant 
from the O’Connars, Kings of Connaught, and 
the Savoy Theatre covers the site of the Earl 
of Glandore’s house. On the opposite side, 
the following can be identified: No. 42 (the 
Catholic Club), Viscount Gosford; No. 40 
(Industrial Association), Leitrim House. Nos. 
57 and 58 were the residences of the Earl of 
Belmore and Viscount Cremorne. 


THE ROTUNDA HOSPITAL, 
RUTLAND SQUARE. 


The honour of founding the first Lying-in 
Hospital belongs to Doctor Bartholomew 
Mosse, who opened an institution in 1745— 
remains of this were recently disclosed dur- 
ing building operations at 57 South Great 
George’s street, 

Later, with his own private. means and 
financial aid—including the proceeds from 
lotterjes—he purchased the *‘Bowling Green,”’ 
which marked the extended city boundary, 
and a Government grant enabled him to com- 
plete the hospital building, which was opened 
for reception of patients in 1757. 

At that time there were no streets around 
the Bowling Green, and not until after Dr. 
Mosse had laid out the ground behind the 
hospitals as the new gardens did the district 
become really residential. 

These gardens provided public entertain- 
ment, the proceeds from which were devoted 
to the upkeep of the hospital. Dr. Mosse’s 
ambition to make the hospital chapel the 
most beautiful of its size in Europe was not 
realised until after his death—in poverty. 

The Governors, however, completed this 
great task, and this chapel is the finest 
example of stucco-work in the city. 

_In 1764 the Governors undertook the erec- 
tion of the Rotunda Rooms for the better 
accommodation of visitors to the Gardens. 


RESIDENCES OF SOME NOTABLE 


CITIZENS. 


Great Charles Street (Mountjoy square). 

No. 21 is where Dr. Petrie lived, and 
worked with his colleagues, Eugene O’Curry, 
Dr. O'Donovan, and W. F. Wakeman 
—the band of antiquaries engaged on the 
Ordnance Survey. Here James Clarence 
Mangan wrote his translation ‘‘The Woman 
of Three Cows,” and Petrie drew the 
original design for the O’Connell Memorial 
(in Glasnevin Cemetery). O’Curry lived in 
No. 2 Portland street (North Circular road) ; 
John O’Donovan completed his translation of 
“The Annals of the Four Masters” in 37 
North Strand. 

Arran Quay, No. 33, 

Edmund Burke was born here. 
Derset Street, Upper. 

No. 12 was the residence of Thomas 
Sheridan, who wrote Swift’s life. and here 
was born (1751) his son Richard Brindsley 
Sheridan, author of “The School for 
Scandal.” 

Dominick Street, Lower. 

Here was born Sir William Rowan 
Hamilton, “the greatest mathematician ” and 
Astronomer Royal of Ireland (P.). He died 
at Dunsink Observatory (1855). 

Mariborough Street. 

Tyrone House was built by the Marquis 
of Waterford,, This property, which covered 
five acres, was sold to the National Education 
Committee in 1834. 

Temple Street. | : 

No. 14. Baron Lismore (family . of 
O'Callaghan, from Cheallachain Chaiail, King 
of Munster in the tenth century). 

No.’ 15. Earl of Bellamont. One of his 
forbears—Richard, the Second FEarl—was 
Governor of New York in 1695, and there 
engaged with others in fitting out the 
Adventure Galley commanded by Captain 
Kidd. 

North Great George's Street. 

No. 54—Karl of Kenmare, and, later, 
isaac Butt. After the arrest of Lord Edward 
Fitzgerald by Major Sirr, assisted by Major 
William Bellingham Swan, Lad enmare 
would not afterwards live in North (Great 
George’s street because Major Swan's house 
(No. 20) was in the same street. 

Lower Gardiner Street. 

No. 2—Viscount Molesworth, owner of all 
the ground—the Molesworth fields—on which 
the Kildare street, Dawson street, and -Moles- 
worth strtet areas were built.

Aldborough House. Built (1793) by the 
2nd Earl of Aldborough, Viscount Amiens 
gave the name to Amiens street.

Von Luxembourg took the 
mansion, and in it conducted his 
Institution for Educating by “the Habitual 
Exercise cf the Reasoning Powers to Develop 
the Intellectual Faculties."’

Ecoles Street, 

No, 653—Sir Boyle Roche (there is no record 
of the other place in which he lived at the 
same time!).

George’s Church, the Castle Chapel, the 
Gieneral Post Office and other public build- 
ings. He built, at his sole cost, the Royal 
Hibernian Academy—now totally ¢estroyed.

A FILM OF THE - 
WEEK. 


“ AROUND THE WORLD IN 
EIGHTY MINUTES.”

Jules Verne took eighty days for his tour 
around the world in words: Douglas Fair- 
banks does the trip in eighty minutes in 
pictures. Everyone who seeks something new 
on the screen will want to see “Around the 
World in Eighty Minutes,” and, as the 
number includes almost all who frequent the 
cinema, there should be crowded houses at 
the Metropole this week. Golfers, in parti- 
cular, will be interested to see Fairbanks 
demonstrate how “ you can around the 
world with a brassie,” and will probably be 
delighted to discover that “there are good 
links everywhere ” i 

““Around the World in Kighty Minutes” 
is a personal triumph for Douglas. Fairbanks, 
because it makes the ordinary travel picture, 
hitherto regarded as rather fascinating, look 
like the old-fashioned lecture illustrated by 
lantern slides. He starts out from Holly- 
wood with a few companions, a heap of 
luggage, and the apparatus for making travel 
films. In turn he visits Hawaii, ‘“‘ where the 
girls have skirts made of shredded wheat” ; 
Japan, China, the Philippine Islands, Siam 
and India, and makes a hurried return over 
Europe and America to his starting point 
in the studio. ‘he European and American 
parts of the film are rather hurried, but the 
promise of a sequel will reconcile audiences 
to a sketchy end. 


PATTER AND PICTURES. 

The film is strung together with clever 
trick shots, lightened with verbal and 
pictorial jests; has substance given it by 
moments of sincerity or satire, and is ended 
by the borrowing of the magic carpet which 
carried Fairbanks to success in “ The Thief 
of Bagdad.” From first to last Douglas 
keeps up u continuous flow of patter, serious 
or jocose, satirical or imitative of “ travel- 
ozue ” lectures, but always extremely interest- 
ing and amusing. As no travel film is nowa- 
days complete without a grim struggle 
between a wild beast and the hero, “‘Doug’”’ 
offers in this film a tremendously exciting 
fight with a tiger. It is, of course, a joke, 
but it may be accepted as a burlesque with 
a purpose, while it proves very entertaining. 

He meets all sorts of interesting people, 
including the King of Siam, who is at the 
moment in trouble with his people; investi- 
gates many of the minor wonders of the 
world, of which the famous Indian rope and 
sword tricks are typical, and has a series of 
wonderful adventures, while all the time com- 
municating his own zestful enjoyment to his 
audience. 

The whole business is very informal,. very 
enjoyable and very refreshing. The running 
commentary is never dull. There are puns 
which might put a small boy to shame, and 
there are flashes of wit which depend upon 
local allusions; but the zest with which the 
adventures are recounted and attention to the 
numerous interesting things caught by the 
camera is irresistible. 


ORIGINAL ENTERTAINMENT. 

Fairbanks takes the audience into his con- 
fidence, mingles facts with daring flights of 
fancy, and stamps his breezy personality 
upon an entertainment that would have been 
but a series of disconnected travel snapshots 
without him. A more original and attractive 
entertainment it would be difficult to imagine, 
so that it is certain to make instantaneous 
mi os to audiences everywhere. Its humour 
wil not make audiences roar with laughter. 
It is of the kind that keeps a smile and a 
chuckle going from beginning to end; but 
it is certainly an ideal film for sultry weather 
and a holiday mood. The scenes pictured are 
always interesting in themselves, the people 
are always caught in unusue! occupations, 
and the photography is excellent. ‘‘ Around 
the World in Righty Minutes” is a film well 
worth seeing. 


SPECTACULAR SHOW AT 
THEATRE ROYAL. 


A striking spectacular show is ‘“‘ Restez La 
Nuit’’ (stay the night), which is being pre- 
sented this week at the Theatre Royal, 
Dublin. Is is a revue in which good acting 
and dancing galore is to be seen, and in 
which the spacious crinoline and the scanty 
costume form a contrast. The twenty-six 
scenes follow each other in quick succession.

BELFAST CASTLE FOR SALE, 


Just about a year ago the City Council 
entered into negotiations for the purchase 
of Belfast Castle, with the surrounding 
estate, the idea being to convert it into a 
mansion for the Lord Mayor, but it was 
considered that the cost—2£35,000—was “ ». 
great, and no further action was taken. 
The castle stands under the shadow of the 
Cavehill, and overlooks Belfast Lough, 
and it has many historic associations. 

Financial styingency and the economy 
campaign no doubt caused the Corporation 
to hesitate in undertaking new responsi- 
bilities, and there was also the considera- 
tion that the Lord Mayors of Belfast do 
not require an official residence. it w.3 
subsequently suggested that the Castle 
might be used as a sanatorium to relieve 
the pressure on the existing institutions ; 
and another idea was that a portion of 
the estate, bordering the Antrim road, 
might be acquired for the widening of that 
thoroughfare. 

Other people are also looking for the 
estate, which would be ideal for building 
purposes, being only a few miles from the 
city centre; and the General Purposes 
Committee of the Corporation has recom- 
mended the re-opening of negotiations for 
its purchase, so that it may be added to 
the attractions of the city. 


TO ASSIST AGRICULTURE. 


An ambitious scheme is in course of 
preparation with the object of bringing 
prosperity to agriculture in the Northern 
province. It is based on the live-stock and 
meat marketing measure which is being 
promoted. in the British Parliament, 
and has the support of the National 
Farmers’ Union of England. It relates te 
, and contem- 
plates a quota system, linked with tariffs 
and the control of imports. 

It is ag ayes briefly that, in order to 
encourage the expansion of the live-stock 
industry, the Government shall fix a quota 
representing the proportion of the total 
consumption of meat and meat products 
to be supplied from home sources, with 
safeguards as to prices, these not to be less 
than the average of those ruling during 
the five years preceding 1931; and that a 
commission shall be established with 
statutory powers to regulate the market- 
ing of al] home-produced supplies required 
for meat. 

At all sales graded stock will be sold on 
merit, and the value determined by open 
competition on the market; a minimum 
price level over definite periods of the year 
to be fixed in respect F that grades, in 
order to secure stability of production, 
marketing and prices. 

This scheme has the approval of the 
Ulster Farmers’ Union, but it will be 
necessary for the Northern Ireland Govern- 
ment to pass supplementary legislation 
dealing with marketing, and a bill is being 
drafted with that object in view.

| F. H. Whysall, M.L.E.E.), in his annual 
report, which was presented to-day to the 
' Electricity Committee of the Corporation, 
states that the year's operations resulted in 
a working profit of £236,225 6s. 5d., and the 
net stele amounted to £52,328 14s. 7d. 
The total number of unite sold was 
70,807 088, an increase of 1,796,256 over the 
previous year. The coal consumption was 
65,458 tons. 

The total number of consumers o/ electricity 
is 25,475, an incréase of 2,701 during the 
year. i 
“In view of the continuing depression iú 
the shipbuilding industry and our present 
ri ape commitments,’ the report states, 
= not propose to make any general 
reduction in tariffs. I do, however, consider 
that it would be desirable to help, as far 
as possible, the manufacturers in our area 
of supply to reduce their production cests, 
and with this end in view, and also to enable 


us to deal successfully with prospective 
business, I recommend certain réductions in 
power tariffs, and also certain minor adjust- 
ments that are found necessary. 

“This policy should increase the output, 
which would result in decreased cost of pro- 
duction, and thus, in the future, would enable 
us to give benefit to other classes of con- 
sumers.

with well-oiled movement, everyone present 
ing a confident front, however they felt 
inwardly. It is probably one of the best- 
known and therefore one of the most criti- 
cally examined operas presented to Dubliners 
—everyone knows the story inside out, the 
varying situations and pretty well every note 
of the music. That applause was forthcoming 
spontaneously from the critical audience was 
the best evidence that the work of the 
Society was on a high level. Maestro Viani, 
of course, departs from the conventional pre- 
sentation as we in Dublin accept it, but there 
is a deal to be said for his acceptance of the 
Milan standard. This applied not alone to 
his staging and setting, but to his control of 
the tempo, particularly where the main sole 


gave them full scope for their arias. 
duets and part singing, also, he handled 
the work delightfully, one of the most 
effective things of the opera being the 
guintet im the Tavern Scene.

America Adrift. 


The really significant feature of the 
forthcoming elections in the United States 
is the almost.complete dearth of states- | 
manlike talent. Europe and Asia—if we 
ignore the dictators—are suffering a lean 
at least, they can boast a 
certain number of sound, experienced 
and well-trained leaders.’ America. is 
less fortunate. The Democratic National 
Convention, which opened yesterday at 
Chicago, will chodse a candidate to oppose 
Mr. Hoover in the forthcoming presiden- 
tial elections. Strategically the Democrats’ 
prospect is brilliant. President Hoover 
has borne sway during one of the most 
depressed periods in the world’s. history. 
His optimistic pronouncements invariably 
have been disproved by the event; the 
gangsters and their activities—the episode 
of the Lindbergh baby is a case in point— 
have brought the country into disrepute ; | 
the unemployed superabound, and the 
balancing of the Budget is a pious aspira- 
tion rather than a probability. In such 
circumstances any sort of concerted effort 
would appear to ensure a Democratic 
victory at the polls; yet a Democratic 
success in November is very doubtful, and, 
indeed, improbable. The party’s choice 
of a nominee lies, at the moment, between 
Mr. Franklin Roosevelt; the Governor of 
New York, and Mr, Alfred Smith, who 
failed in his bid for the White House 
four years ago. 

The Democrats do not possess 
concrete policy—a shortcoming which they 
share with the Republicans. The United 
States to-day, as chief creditor, occupies 
an almost imperial position towards the 
rest of the world; yet its citizens.and their 
leaders are lamentably ignorant of that 
world. President Hoover, indeed, has recog- 
nised that Europe cannot pay her debis, 
and, accordingly, would like, if he dared, to 
make a virtue of necessity. Yet, though he 
perceives the real causes of this incapacity 
to meet obligations, he does not know how 
to lead his compatriots to a like know- 
ledge. Thus it is not surprising that 
to-day the chief interest of this nation, 
whose responsibilities to. humanity are so 
enormous, should be a matter of the parish 
pump—prohibition. Even this issue rarely 
is approached with any rational balancing 
of its manifold problems. Unhappily, the 
party which displays the greater intelli- 
gence in regard to liquor is the less well 
informed concerming world politics. Presi- 
dent Hoover and the Republicans, by the 
moratorium, at least have shown an earnest 
of their wish to help, if they knew how to 
help. The Democrats hitherto have pro- 
ferred no such guerdon. Nevertheless, they 
have been more open—nobody has been 
definite—concerning their attitude to the 
vexed question of the Volstead Act. 

Senator Barkley, whose speech yesterday 
is said to have set the keynote of the Con- 
vention, frankly urged that ‘a Congres- 
sional resolution repealing the ‘Eighteenth 
Amendment should be demanded.

Lessons of the Congress. 

The pomp: and circumstance of the 
Eucharistic Congress are over, and all 
too soon the . outward trappings of 
celebration threaten to disappear.

The. wealthier 
citizens, however, the big business houses 
and the public offices well might consider 
how notably a little colour adds to the 
appearance of their cities. Dublin, in par- 
ticular, can be improved almost out of 
recognition.

Siam’s Runnymede. 


Siam’s ancient kingdom has been trans: 
formed from an. autocracy—however 


' benevolent—to a limited, monarchy without 


the loss of a single life; for the one 
military officer who. was reported dead is 
‘* still in hospital.” The leaders of the 
People’s Party are justly proud of their 
bloodless coup d’état—they. refuse to call 
it a revolution. For a precedent we must 
go back, perhaps, to the affair of [ing 
John and the English barons at Runny- 
mede; but there is no likeness between 
the two monarchs. One was a tyrant; the 
other is liberal and amiable. King John 
submitted to the barons with a helpless 
fury. According to King Prajadhipok’s 
own proclamation, issued after the coup 
d'état, he is quite happy to retain the 
crown under the new constitution. He 
says that he had contemplated the intro- 
duction of a constitutional monarchy for a 


People’s Party is ‘‘ quite right.” No 
doubt; this proclamation’.was drafted 
under a certain pressure, but the King can 
claim that he gave earnest of ‘his r ‘orming 
quality some years ago when he established 
a Supreme Council of State—although his 
own princely relatives. were the only 
members of it.

ANOTHER MEETING 
WITH FRANCE. 
ITALY ENDORSES THE 
CLEAN-SLATE POLICY. 


From Reuter’s Corresronpenr. 
LAUSANNE, Monday. 
ESPITE reports to the contrary in the 
French Press, Germany is not yield- 
ing an inch- over reparations. She de- 
mands nothing less than complete cancel- 


world recovery. 

This was again made unmistakeably 
clear in a long statement read by Count 
von Krosick, the German Finance 
Minister, at the meeting of the French 
and German delegations to-day. 

The new German statement makes the 
following points :— 

1.—it disputes the argument that 
Germany would be in a position to 
compete more efficiently in the world’s 
market. 

2.—It shows the complete depletion 
of Germany’s resources. 

5.—It argues that the prosperity of 
the one is the prosperity of all. 

4.—It expresses Germany’s willing- 
ness to participate in any scheme. of 
European reconstruction. 

5.—It “refers to the so-called 
Danubian Vian, but points out that 
the bases require wide extension. 

6 —It refers to the Austrian loan, 
and to work in common towards world 
reconstruction ; to participation in an 
agreement towards monetary stabilisa- 
tion, and, finally, in an arrangement 
for a common fund, regarding which 
proposals have been submitted from 
various quarters. 


NO PROMISSORY NOTE, 


In a word, Count von Krosick made it 
quite clear and categorical that Germany 
could not pay, and could not agree to 
engage her future by a promissory note 
of any kind. One passage in the state- 
ment deserves to be quoted textually :— 

“ The cancellation. of the obli- 
gations arising from the War 
would be sterile unless accom- 
panied by measures assuring the 
resumption of trade and economic 
collaboration, based on the prin- 
ciple of more rational and profit- 
able territorial. division of pro 
duction.” 

It then says that it is essential to break 
through the present phase of . closed 
economic circuits.

reform. The Ordinances, which had been 
framed to meet the organised encourage- 
ment of civil disobedience, have achieved 
a large measure of success. Theg have 
been particularly effective in the North- 
West Frontier Province, where the 
proximity of the hill tribes made disorder 
doubly dangerous. They have prevented 
serious agrarian trouble in the United 
Provinces, and, though Bombay still pre- 
sents peculiar difficulties, the Civil Dis- 
obedience movement has been checked in 
the other parts of the presidency. ae 

Throughout India, indeed, active civil 
disobedience is on the wane; the number 
ef convictions on this count under the 
ordinances has greatly decreased, and 1! 
the Congress Party had accepted defeat, 
there ‘would be a case for the discontinu- 
ance of these enactments. But the cam- 

aign against the Government has not yet 

called off, and there are no indica- 
tions that its promoters have «bandoned 
their intention of driving the peaceful and 
indifferent. multitudes into the  anti- 
governmental camp by every form of 
intimidation, social pressure and propa- 
anda. In these circumstances, as the 
retary of State very properly pointed 
out, there can be no question of sacrificing 
the friends of government to its enemies 
in order to pacify its critics. Equally 
there can be no sacrifice of the principles 
involved in the struggle. In general, 
therefore, the emergency powers of. the 
Indian Government will be maintained, 
although it may. be possible to dispense 
with some of those now in existence. But 
they will. be. maintained primarily as a 
reserve ; for it is the desire of the British 
and of the Indian Government to restrict 
their practical application. to those 
provinces and to the districts within those 
provinces where their exercise is absolutely 
necessary.

JAPAN AND CHINESE

In the British House of Commons yester- 
day Sir John Simon, Foreign Secretary, 
said that the Japanese Government had 
given no assurance that the integrity of 
the Maritime Customs should be main- 
tained in Manchuria and that the Japa- 
nese Government would not: be a party to 
any. interference with the funds required 
for the Chinese Government debt service. 

They had, however, explained that they 
were anxious that the integrity of the 
Chinese Maritime Customs should be 
maintained, and they hoped that this 
might be achieved by an agreement be- 
tween the Manchurian and Chinese 
authorities, under which the former should

PRAISE FOR THE ROYAL 
AIR FORCE. 


Tn a communiqué last night the Colonial 
Office states :— : ; 

‘The Secretary of State for the 
Colonies has received a telegram from the 
High Commissioner for Iraq confirming 
the report that Sheikh Barzan surrendered 
to the commander of the Turkish. forces 
co-operating on the border north of Zaita 
on June 22nd, as the result of action by 
the Roy al Air Force and the close advance 
of Iraqi troops. 

‘The sheikh has since sent a message 
stating that he wishes to make submis- 
sion to the Iraqi Government, and the 
Turkish commander has been requested to 
hand over the sheikh and his brothers and 
followers to the Iraqi commander on the 
frontier. 

“The Barzan operations may now be 
regarded as closed. The power of a sheikh 
notorious for the oppression and tyranny 
of his rule has been definitely broken, 

“All the country which if was. pro- 
posed to bring under administrative con- 
trol has been peacefully occupied by 
Iraqi troops, and the Kurdish inhabitants 
have willingly accepted the regular 
administration. 

“The rapidity and success of this 
achievement is due primarily to the 
gallantry and efficiency of the Royal Air 
Force, who have put up a magnificent 
performance in most dangerous and.diffi- 
cult country.”’
